Harry Weese, FAIA, Dies at Age 85 


Harry M. Weese, FAIA, the founder of Harry Weese 
Associates, died on October 29 at the age of 83. 
Weese graduated from the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology in 1938 and studied at the Cranbrook 
Academy in Michigan with Eero Saarinen. During 
World War Il, he served as an engineer in the U.S. 
Navy, and in 1947 established his own firm, Harry 
Weese & Associates (now Harry Weese Associates) 
after a stint at Skidmore, Owings & Merrill. He also 
served as president of AIA Chicago in 1975. 


“Harry was the most talented human being | ever 
met,” commented Jack Hartray, FAIA. “He had a gift 
for seeing things instantly—Harry saw vacant land 
and saw the buildings that wanted to be built there. 
There was an immediate connection between his 
eyes and his finger tips.” 


Long described as the architectural conscience of 
Chicago, Weese was an outspoken advocate for 
architecture and planning that would improve 
people's lives and that would encompass the social, 
political, and economic realities of urban living. His 
body of work in Chicago includes such buildings as 
the Time and Life Building, the Metropolitan Correc- 
tion Center, the Latin School of Chicago, the Seven- 
teenth Church of Christ, Scientist, and River 
Cottages. In addition to his contemporary buildings, 
Weese also was highly regarded for his restoration

work. Among his accomplishments were restora- 

tions of Louis Sullivan's Auditorium Theater and the 
conversion of the old North American Cold Storage 
Co. building into the Fulton House condominiums. 


Weese's forward-thinking notions on city planning 
also earn him a prominent place in the pantheon of 
Chicago's architectural community. In 1976, his 
conversion of the Donohue Building—in what is now 
Printers Row—into loft residences earned him the title 
“Father of the Chicago Loft Movement.” Throughout 
most of his career, he was a champion of promoting 
more creative uses for Chicago's lakefront, most 
notably his vision in the ‘70s for Navy Pier. 


In addition to his numerous design and planning 
accomplishments, Weese revitalized and subsidized 
the financially strapped /nland Architect, which for 
many years was the highly acclaimed magazine of 
midwestern architecture and design. “For one person 
to take on the financial responsibilities of a publication 
for the profession is extraordinarily generous,” said 
ormer /nland Architect editor Cynthia Davidson. 
“Harry was extremely generous and showed it not only 
through his involvement with the magazine but also 
through his contributions to the city. He loved archi- 
tecture and passed it on to others.”

Harry Weese's influence reached beyond Chicago to 
such notable projects as the Metro subway system 
in Washington, D.C., embassy structures in Ghana 
and Japan, and a number of buildings in Columbus, 
Indiana. As a member of the jury for the Vietnam 
Veteran's Memorial competition, he has also been 
credited with selecting and lobbying for Maya Lin's 
design for the memorial.

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1998 In Review 


uoyed by a robust economy 
along with AIA Chicago’s 
calendar of outstanding 
programs and outreach 
activities, new member 
recruitment was strong in 
1998. The AIA Chicago Board 
of Directors meets monthly to 
conduct the business of the 
chapter, and officers and directors elected 
at previous chapter meetings serve AIA 
Chicago in accordance with the duties 
delegated to them by the bylaws. The 
officers conduct the business of the 
Chapter between board meetings through 
regular Board Executive Committee 
meetings and interaction with AIA 
Chicago staff. The chapter leadership and 
staff have developed and maintained 
effective liaisons with other chapters— 
both local and national—with AIA 
Illinois, and with the AIA National. 
Following is a report on the goals of AIA 
Chicago’s action plan and how the 
Chapter accomplished them in 1998.

Goal I: Empower Ourselves By 
Taking Advantage of Our 
Collective Strength 


Membership 


The 1998 membership total 
represents a net increase of 306 members 
over the membership total at the end of 
1997 and a net increase of 226 over the 
membership total at the end of 1996. One 
of the goals outlined in AIA Chicago’s 
Strategic Plan was to grow the АТА and 
Associate categories by at least 150 
between 1996 and 1998. AIA Chicago 
surpassed that targeted amount. Between 
July 1, 1997, and September 30, 1998, a 
total of 362 members joined the Chapter. 


During that same period, 43 former 
members reinstated their memberships. 

1998 saw the advent of AIA 
National's Consolidated Database (СОВ). 
The main benefit of this system is that 
members receive a single dues invoice that 
covers national, state, and local dues. 
While members appreciated the added 
convenience when paying their dues, AIA 
Chicago staff faced challenges throughout 
the year because of unexpected flaws in 
the software. The staff continues to work 
with АТА National to address these 
problems. 

Members of the board continue to 
visit firms to discuss professional 
development programs and membership 
issues and concerns. A CES “Swat Team" 
was developed and a plan implemented to 
contact all members lacking the 
mandatory CES credits and who, 
consequently, are in danger of losing their 
membership. Several open houses were 
held to educate members about the 
benefits of CES and how to fulfill the 
requirements. 


Financial Management 


Financially, the Chapter continues to 
be very healthy. In 1998, income from 
dues and programs was slightly above 
projected figures, while expenditures were 
at or below budget. Several long-term 
sponsors increased their contributions, and 
new ones generously sponsored the 
second annual Professional Development 
Conference and Design Excellence 
Awards. These contributions let us 
continue to provide high-quality programs 
for our members. This is important, since 
firm and individual membership dues 
account for less than 45 percent and 
document sales account for seven percent 
of our overall annual budget. The 
remainder of our budget comes from 
ticket sales and sponsorship monies.
